Eric Liu shares political 
insights with students

Eric Liu, a guest speaker at Sacra 
mento State on Thursday, April 20 
clarified “Politics and the Next Gen 
“ration,” a topic for which a moderate 
number of students showed up to lis 
ten 

While orginally scheduled on the 
South Lawn of the University Union, 
the Redwood Room was used instead 
oliecung a diverse group of pollu 
cally interested students. Liu began his 
speech by remarking on politics and 
uur generauion s influence on foreign 
policy in recent un 

Eric Liu, 26 years of age, is a Yale 
graduate, former presidential speech 
writer for President Bill Clinton, and 
an editor/publisher for a poliucal ori 


ented journal, The Next Progressive 


Reflecung on a survey done by the 
University of California, Los Angeles, 
Liuinformed the audience that research 
showed that within the context of the 
last 30 years, poliucal apathy 1s at is 
greatest among college freshman to 
day. However, he attributed this apa 
thy to “how our system has stepped 
speaking to us.” He further argued that 
while understanding polives ts “vital to 
the security of our generation,” our 
generauion’s approach to solving soci 
etal problems may be different than 
that of our parents. This, he claims, ts 
why the media may stereotype the next 
generauon as politically indifferent 

While in Washington, Liu com 
mented on his expenences with former 
Sen. David Boren, Senator Boren con 
vinced him that the Beltway has the 
ability to corrupt or redefine the inital 
goals of those working within it. This 





prompted him to leave Washington 
and matriculate into Harvard Law 
School 

Liu also pointed our anew buzzword 
he created, “revolution fatigue.” He 
argues that the dominantestablishment 
is overwhelming our generation with 
negative influence and pejorative fore 
casts that will eventually hurt our 
generauion’s outlook on politics. He 
argues that ‘these messages are perm) 
cious, destrucuve and harmful...we 
need to redefine challenges.” 

At the conclusion of his speech, 
he remarked that “we're finding that 
politics isn’t coming to us, So we're 
going around it...to find the means of 
change.” He encouraged our genera 
uion not to “let those cntlics get you 
down,” and focus less on what gov 
emment can do, and more on what 


ciuizens can do

NEW YORK (AP) - Love him or hate 
him - and most people did - there was no 
ignonng Howard Cosell 

With his caustic “tell it like it is” 
personality, Cosel] became the most cel 
ebrated sportscaster ever and turned 
“Monday Night Footbal!” into a nauonal 
insula. 

Cosell, who underwent cancer sur 
gery in 1991, died Sunday at NYU's 
Hospital for Joint Diseases. He was 77 
His grandson, Justin Cohane, said Cosel 
died of a heart embolism after a long 
illness 

Cosell was the stndent, colorful voice 
of ABC radio and television from 1953 to 
1992. It was a period of phenomenal 
growth and change in Amenca’s pas 
umes, spurred by television's cascading 
millions and increased greed among both 
athictes and promoters 

Howard Cosell was one of the most 
onginal people ever to appear on Amen 

can television,” sad ABC News presi 
dent Roone Ariedge, who was head of 
ABC Sports dunng Cosel] 's heyday. “He 
became a giant by the simple act of telling 
the truth in an industry that was not used 
to hearing it and considered it revoluuon 
ary 
Cosell was one of the first sportscast 
ers to acknowledge Muhammad Ali by 
his new name after he changed i fron 
Cassius Clay and stood up for Ali when 
the heavyweight champion refused to 
enter military service during the Vietnam 
War and was stnpped of his ude 
Howard Cosell was a good man and 
he liveda good life,” Ali saxd. ““Thave been 
witerviewed by many people, but | en 
ywvyed interviews with Howard the best 
wW e always pul on a good show. | hope to 
ae {hyn one day m the hereafter. boa 
hear Howard now saving, ‘Muhammad 
you re not the man you used to be.” | pray 
that he us in God's hands. | will miss him 
Cosell’s acid tongue generated bitter 
feuds with not only the pnnt media but 
alsoconiemporanes in broadcasung.

But he could exhibit stubborn loyalty

“He brought a new dimension to 
sports reporung. He was a showman and 
a journalist and a person always sensity 
to the underdog 

“No doubt he would like to be remem 
bered as the first sportscaster who told it 
like it was. Many loved him, many hated 
him, but everyone had an opimon. There 
will never be another Howard Cosel 

Cosel, a graduate in law from New 

York University, was a TV produce 
author and lecturer as well as sportscaster 
Cosell was best known for his role with 
ABC’'sMonday Night Foothall,”” which 
began in 1970, as well as his broadcasting 
of bigume pre fights 

“What people never understood is thai 
sports are show business. | think you can 
make an event dull by stressing cross 
blocks, blitzes, spinouts and technical 
things,” he once saxi 

in December 1982, after covering a 
heavyweight ule bout in which cham 
pion Larry Holmes pummeled Randall 
“Tex” Cobb for 15 rounds, he announced 
he never again would broadcast a pro 
fight

calling for it to be reformed or abolished 

He withdrew from “Monday Night 
Foothall” in 1983, after 13 years. Whix 
acknowledging his reasons were largely 
personal - he and his wife were both ured 
of his constant traveling - he also com 
plained that ‘pro football has become a 
Stlagnant bore.” 

Cosell’s style intnwued and imitated 
listeners but made him one of the best 
known and recognizable figures of his 
ume, inoroutot sports. One survey found

Although his name hints at a bio- 
logical combinauion of a former army 
officer turned talk show host and a 
basketball superstar, in uth, Montell 
Jordan is his own man and an R&B 
singer. His debut album, This /s How 
We Do /t, has taken the R&B world by 
storm. Onginally from South Central 
Los Angeles, his songs show the heavy 
influence of what he terms “street life.” 
Hisalbum differs from the music mainly 
associated with his counterparts from 
Southern California. 

The CD is enurely devoid of any 
egomania or pushing of the “regulator’* 
image. He sings his songs, in an almost 
cliché voice, aboutevery day actions of 
the broad run of society not tradition- 
ally sung about 

The CD opens with an introduction 
from Montell’s mother in which she 
proclaims how fantasuc he is and tells 
all the “honeyz” that he is available. 

The first song, “This is How We Do 
it”, is about the South Central L.A 
party scene, complete with a descrip 
uon of cruising. The next piece, en 
uued “This Is 4 The Honeyz”, expli 
Cates sexual desire 

In “Payback”, he teamed up with 
rapper Cooho to sing about a “street 
relationship.” Coolio's lyrics flow 
smoothly, producing one of the best 
spots on the album. However, Jordan’ s 
lyrics stretch the rhyme scheme. 

“Gotta Get My Roll On” opens with

This album is about a different side 
of inner city black life. Montell Jordan 
doesn’t try to frighten or shock the 
listener with his lyrics, He doesn’t talk 
about death and the “gangsta” lifestyle 
He talks about parties and women and 
pleasures of the flesh. In a way, itis less 
noble since death has a more serious 
connotauon, but in another way, it is 
more realistic and positive 

Another difference in this album 
is the treatment of women. He never 
calls them “ho's" or “bitches.” He 
refers to them as “honeyz” and 
“girlies.” Although not the highest 
of all improvements in the portrayal! 
of women, his terms are a step up the 
ladder of linguistic respect. Usually, 
this genre of music an endless series 
of tirades about how many “ho’s” 
slaver over the performer. The 
women in Jordan's music are active 
In some cases, they actively reject 
him, but almost always they are ani- 
mate and real people. Two tracks 
“My Mommy’s Intro” and “Intro- 
ducing Shaunta” are even given over 
to women in ttle and content. 

His emphasis on sex and partying 
may scem shallow, but it is much 
better than a glorification of sense 
less violence and gun-toung, weak 
egoed cnminals. His menuon of 
birth-control, no matter how taste 
less, is an example to use them. His 
college education may not have en 
compassed meter and scansion, but it 
has given the album a hopeful flavor 
and an emphasis on things of less 
distress.
